DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's amendment and remarks received 28 August 2008 have been 
entered and overcome the objection to claim 4. 

Drawings 

2. The replacement-drawings were received on 28 August 2008. These drawings 
are acceptable. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a).

5. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
applicant's prior art (APA) Figures 1-6 in view of Nakano (US 6,414,434). 

6. Regarding independent claim 1, APA Figures 1 and 4 show a multi-typed plasma 
display panel which is a unit plasma display panel used for forming a large screen, the 
large screen including at least a first (A) and a second (B) interconnected unit plasma 
display panel comprising a front substrate (10); a rear substrate (20) sealed with the 
front substrate; a plurality of first barrier ribs (12) formed on the rear substrate, the 
plurality of first barrier ribs dividing a display area into display cells; at least one 
cross=section in the first unit plasma display panel and which faces the second unit 
plasma display panel. 

7. APA Figures 1 and 4 teach the limitations of independent claim 1 discussed 
above but fails to exemplify at least one second barrier rib formed along the cross- 
section inside of a seal line in order to prevent the sealant of the seal line from 
penetrating into the inside of the first unit plasma display panel. 

8. Nakano teach, in Figure 1 , that it is known in the art to provide a plasma display 
with at least one second barrier rib (1 1 ) formed along a cross-section inside of a seal 
line (10) for improving the reliability of the display (col. 4, In. 39-44). 

9. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at 
the time the invention was made to provide the display of APA Figures 1 and 4 with at 
least one second barrier rib, as taught by Nakano, for improving the reliability of the 
display. 
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10. Regarding claim 2, Figure 1 of Nakano shows the second barrier rib extended to 
the edge of the plurality of first barrier ribs (6) and formed perpendicular to the edge. 

1 1 . Regarding claim 4, Figure 1 of Nakano shows the second barrier rib formed 
between the most outside barrier rib which is adjacent to the cross-section in the 
plurality of first barrier ribs and the seal line of the cross-section. 

12. Regarding claim 5, APA Figure 5 shows a sealant (26) filled in a space between 
a barrier rib and the most outside barrier rib. 

1 3. Regarding claim 6, Figure 1 of Nakano shows a dielectric surface of the rear 
substrate removed as much as an area separated at a predetermined distance from the 
cross-section, where the seal line is formed in a glass exposure condition. 

14. Regarding claim 7, Figure 1 of Nakano shows the removal of the dielectric 
surface of the rear substrate being performed on the area between the second barrier 
rib and the cross-section.

Applicant's arguments have been considered but are moot in view of the new 
ground(s) of rejection.
